Youths Find Body 
Hanged from Tree 


J. S. Brown, Committed 


Suicide Says Verdict 


of Coroner 


ASHDQWN, Ark, May 0—Little 


Hlvci county officers. Tuesday wtire 
c0nttnuing»fin-investigation into the 
finding of the badly decomposed body 
of J. S. Brown, 70, which was found 
hanging from a trco in Ihc dense 
forcsl about 10 miles-West of here late 
Sunday afternoon. 


The body was found about one and 


a half miles from the farm of Ray 
Walcott by two youths named Lay- 
man, 
neighbors of Walcolt. 
They 


hastened to Ashdown to notify Sheriff 
J. G. Saildcrson. 


Justice J. P. Grounds, serving as 


coroner, returned a verdict of suicide, 
after receiving statements from the 
Walcotts that Brown had seemed de- 
spondent several days before 'his mys- 
terious disappearance several weeks 
ago: 


Brown has been employed on Iho 


Wiilcolt farm as n general helper for 
several months before he disappeared. 
Mrs, 
Walcolt said that on the day 


of his disappearance, she had seen the 
old man walking around the farm as 
if in a daze. 


Mrs. Walcott said that she was un- 


able lo ascertain what was troubling 
the old man, for he only mumbled 
inarticulale answers to questions pul 
lo him. 


Mr. and Mrs. Walcolt, accompanyed 


Sheriff Sanderson and his deputies 
to the scene, identified Ihe body as 
thai of Brown by his clothes. 


After hearing the testimony of Mrs. 


Walcott Vis to the mans condition be- 
fore he disappeared, Justice Grounds 
returned a verdict of suicide. II was 
rcporlcd that Brown was separated 
from his wife, who is now living in 
Wilton. 


Although il is generally believed 


that the man look his own life, Liltle 
River county officers Tuesday had not 
ceased their efforts in the investi- 
gation of what might have been foul 
play. 


Brown is the father of one son, who 


lives with Mrs. Brown at Wilson. 


Brown wandered awny from 
the 


farm in the late afternoon of April 
16. When he failed to return that 
night and the day after, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walcoll notified county officers, who 
investigated the case for about three 
or four days, finally giving it up on 
Ihc supposilion thai Ihe man had gone 
lo anolher part of the country. 


The Layman youths told Sheriff 


Sanderson lhat they were walking 
through the dense woods adjoining 
the Walcott farm when they discov- 
ered the body of Brown dangling 
by a wire from a high Iree. 
The 


corpse was so badly decomposed as 
lo be unrecognizable.
